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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment 
may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of 
such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee. 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a 
telephone interview with Mr. Terry Morgan on July 12, 18 and 19, 2001. 

3. The application has been amended as follows:

In claim 7, lines 2-3, "between parts of the anchor shank are 
connected by both coupling members," has been deleted as being unclear.

Claim 31 has been canceled as not having clear support in the 
specification. 

During the interview, whether the specification had basis for what was 
claimed in claims 16 and 17 was discussed. Applicant pointed out that 
basis for claim 16 can be found in figures 1A-1 D and page 8, line 25. 
Applicant pointed out that basis for claim 17 can be found in figure 8 and 
the description of figure 8 on page 15, lines 20-end and line 1 of page 16, 
and especially in lines 32 and 33 of page 1 5 where it is disclosed that the 
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coupling, while not indicated, is situated at the location of attachment 31 1 , 
the coupling inherently being the hook and pin. The lever mechanism of 
claim 17 is made up of lever 307 and rod 309 of figure 8. 

4. Additional changes made to the claims but not discussed during the 
interview are the correction of "pinat" in claim 4, line 2 to -pin at-, the 
correction of the spelling of "rigid" in claim 10, line 4, and the correction of 
the spelling of "release" in claim 34 next to the last line. 

5. The 37 C.F.R. 1.83 requirements made in the first paragraph of the 
office action mailed March 21, 2001 are overcome by the argument 
presented in the July 29, 2001 response that the urging means may include 
cams 17 and 19, by the argument presented in the July 29, 2001 response 
that slot 70 runs according to a curve which is concentric to the central axis 
of the pin found on page 12, lines 3-5, by the argument that the lever 
mechanism is found in figure 8 of the drawings, and by the canceling of 
claim 31. With regard to showing the second pin which is fixed to the 
intermediate member of claim 12, the showing of the second pin 66 in the 
slot of the intermediate member 65 is sufficient with regard to 37 C.F.R. 
1.83 for what is claimed in claim 12.
